- also it is my will thet to her, 
said Lingard, shall be paid as guardian 
for the support of Olga Lingard and Eric 
Lingard, her children, the sum of $1,000 
annually for each of said children 

George F. Harding Jr., now state gen- 
ator and formerly alderman from the 
Second ward, who aided his father in his 
legal battle with his mother, is made sole 
executor and residuary legatee under the 
will. 

It is declared that the instrument wil! 
be contested and that under the ruling of 
the United States Supreme court Mrs. 
Harding will be entitled to her dower 
righte of one-third of the $500,000 estate. 


Annuities to Children. 

After bequeathing all his estate to his 
gon, Senator Harding, with the instruc- 
tions respecting the payment of debts 
and funeral expenses, the will provides 
trusts as follows: 

“I direct my executor to pay out of 
the net income of my estate to my daugh- 
ter, Beatrice, $2,000 per year, and to my 
son, Abner C. Harding, $2,000 per year, 
| ang to my daughter, Madeline, the sum 

of $2,000 yearly, and to my da 

y daughter, 
Susan, the sum of $600 per year, and to 
my daughter, Adelaide, and my son, Vic- 
tor, the sum of $300 per year each: it 
seeming to me just not to give so large 
a share or income to the three children 
last named because they have united with 
and aided their mother in her suit and 
charges against me; and for other rea- 
ons that seem sufficient to me; and for 
good reasons I leave nothing to their 
mother.“ 

Funds to Be Invested. 

Senator Harding is inetructed to make 
suitable investments in mortgages at 5 
per cent to provide the incomes get out 
in the wul. | 

“I also direct and authorize my said 
executor,”’ continues the instrument, to 
take and receive from the net income of 
my estate the sum of §2,000 a year and 
in addition in payment and compensation 
for his services as executor of my estate 
the further sum of $3,000 per year. 

“In the event that the net income of 
my estate is not sufficient (o pay all of 
the above and specified sums of money, 
or any hereinbefore specified, in full, then 
each and all of the same ehall be propor- 
tionately reduced. . . .” 

Witnesses to the Will, 

The witnesses to the will are A. A. 
Thomas and WilliamJ.Ammen. The lat- 
ter also signed the will as the legal 
representative of the estate. Mr. Ammen 
said he had been legal adviser for the 
elder Harding for the last twenty-seven 
years. He said the will was made Feb. 
15, 1898. 

I. F. Dankowski, assistant to Judge 
Horner of the Probete court, said thet 
under the law Mrs. Harding is entitled 
to her dower right as the decree was for 
separate maintenance and she remained 
his wife.

PARIS, Jan. 7—The Montenegrin con- 
sulate here issued a statement today an- 
nouncing that an Italian steamer from 
Brindisi, with <26 Mentenegrin recruits 
from the United States aboard and carry- 
ing several hundred tons of foodstuffs, 
struck a mine yesterday near San Gio- 
vanni di Medua, on the Albanian coast, 
and eunk. Two hundred persons were lost. 

Nine Grain Ships Overdue. 

LONDON, Jan. 7.—In connection with 
the submarine activity in the Mediter- 
ranean sea, an Athens dispatch notes that 
alarm is felt there owing to the fact that 
none of the nine ships laden with grain 
purchased in America either has arrived. 

An admiralty statement gays that a sub- 
marine, the name of which le not given, 
was sunk yesterday off the Island of 
Texel, the largest and most southwester- 
ly of the Frisian group. The entire crew, 
numbering thirty-three, was rescued by 
the Dutch cruiser Noord Brabant.

Dr. William D. McNally Substan- 
tiates Theory of Police That Fol- 
soned Coffee Killed Girl Wife.

The theory of the police that Mrs. Efile 
Palombo, 17 years old, died from drink- 
ing poisoned coffee was substantiated 
yesterday by the chemical analysis of her 
stomach contents and the grounds ro- 
maining in the coffee pot. Both showed 
the presence of large quantities of ar- 
senic in the white trioxide form.

They took the dynamite and started 
toward the residential part of East 
Youngstown, declaring they would blow 


that section of the city to pieces. It is 
not known if they carried out their 
threat. 

Every one of the eigh saloons in 
East Youngstown were looted and the 
liquor distributed among the mob. 

RAID ON LARGER CITY? 

Early this morning reports were re- 
ceived that rioters had started toward 
Youngstown threatening trouble. Dep- 
uty sheriffs left at once to meet them 
at the city line. According to telephone 
reports, liquor-crazed men were drink - 
ing stolen whisky from buckets in the 
streets of East Youngstown. 

Three of the men killed were parties 
to saloon brawls and the other was an 
unfortunate looter. The nineteen in- 
jured were victims of the first clash at 
the steel plant, The woman was an 
innocent bystander.

Not a single wolf escaped the great 
human lariat that 
Indiana, until, in a diminishing circle, 
the roundup inclosed the prospective 
shambles at Fritz’s schoolhouse, with 
gunfire playing like sheet lightning from 
300 mugszies. 
At this season the male gray wolf, hav- 
ing’ polished off his wife's cubs in an 
epicurean manner of speaking, begins to 
drag down and devour the calves 
stand around on the landscape in this 
séction of the country.

At noon from Fritz’s schoolhotee the 
human noose was seen drawing towards 
the clearing, tightening gradually. 
wolves were not yet visible, as they are 
particularly ingenious in concealing them- 
selves even in sparse shrub.

As they pressed up to the clearing the 
guns began to blaze in salutes and finally 
the 300 hunters burst in firing so steadily 
that the reports sounded like the roll of a 
drum. However, no wolves were in sight. 
They had eluded the hunters. 
Then with a cheer the hunters, afoot, 
mounted, and riding in a certain kind of 
automobile, charged forward and began 
to wolf down the hot dogs, hamburger 
sandwiches, java, and bacon frizzling at 
the fire.

Most physicians hold that everybody at 
some time or other has some consump- 
tion.’ It would seem that pretty nearly 
everybody has some trace of pyorrhwa. 
Dr. Williams and her associates report 
the results of some research work done 
in a New York school in a recent number 
of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. They examined the teeth 
and guma of 1,678 schoo! children between 
5 and 15 years of age. One hundred and 
sixty-four had healthy gums, 429 had 
healthy gurna, but decayed teeth, 649 had 
diseased gums. Thirty-five per cent of 
the children between 5 and 7 years of age 
nad ameba in the mouth; 60 per cent 
hetween d and 15 yeare of age had amceba;

as a captain of the Irish horse, 

is married, has a girl and a boy, 

thé latter 7 years old, and has 

latterly been known by the courtesy title 
of Lord Jocelyn. 

He is not unknown in the United States 
and formerly bore another of his father’s 
minor titles, namely, that of Lord New- 
port, attracting much attention in con- 
sequence when he stayed at Newport a 
few years ago. Of course the Newport 
from which he takes his barony of New- 
port is the Newport in Tipperary, Ire- 
land. and not the one on this side of the 
Atlantic, His patronymic is Jocelyn and 
his mother, the now widewed Countess 
of Roden, has achieved considerable note 
as a novelist under the name of Ada 
Jocelyn. : 

The Jocelyns hail from the county of 
Feen, where they were flourishing al- 
ready in the reign of King John and 
or Henry III. Sir Thomas Jocelyn is 
on record as having been created 4 
knight et the coronation of Edwerd VI. 

But the first Jocelyn to be raised to 
ine pedfage was Robert Jocelyn, lord 
high chancellor of Ireland, who was cre- 
ated, first of all, Baron Newport of New- 
port if Ireland, and Viscount Jocelyn 
in the closing years of the reign of 
George II. His son, for his services as 
auditor general of Ireland, was pro- 
moted by George III. to the earldom of 
Roden. The Jocelyns have been in Ire- 
land ever since the closing years of the 
séventeenth century, and the country 
geats of the new Lord Roden are Tully- 
more Park in County Down and Durdelk 
house in County Louth.

Lord Roden's petrages are all Irish, and 
in this connection it may be mentioned 
that the late earl became involved in all 
sorte of trouble for having, after his suc- 
cession to the family hotiors, voted at no 
leas than two parliamentary elections in 
Ireland. An Irigh peer, not elected by 
his fellow peer® of Ireland to be one of 


the Emerald isle in the house of lords 
at Westminster, has 4 right to sit for an 
Pingtish or Scotch constituency in the 
house of commons, but not for an Irish 
one. He is therefore necessarily entitled 
to a vote at parliamentary elections in 
England., but not in Ireland. 

Lord Roden was undoubtedly at fault 
in voting at two paritamentary elections 
to the house of commons in Ireland. But 
he escaped all punishment by the im- 
possibility of determining upon what body 


peers who have no seat in the house of 
lords as elected representatives of their 
respective countries, have nevertheless 
all other richte and prerogatives of peers 
of the United Kingdom, namely, immu- 
nity from the jurisdiction of the ordinary 
courts and right to trial by the house of 
lords, Moreover, they ure all of them 
titular cousins of the sovereign. This 
being the case, it was decided that neither 
the house of commons nor any ordinary 
tribunal of the realm had y to 
summon the earl to appear ore it or 
to inflict punishment. 

On the other hand, the house of lords 
took the ground that it could not sum- 
mon him to its ber, since he did not occupy 
a seat In that chamber. Thanke to this 
condition of affairs, he escaped scot free, 
although guilty of gross violation of the

TIME SPENT IN NATIONAL 
GUARD DUTY. 

Chicago, Jan. G [Editor of The Trib- 
une.—From time to time there appear in 
the press articles relating te the efficiency 
of the national guard, based on the 
amount of work performed by its mem- 
bers. Probably the hour unit of work 
performed each year would be as reason- 
able a basis as could be devised. The mili- 
tary expert of THe TRIBUNE standardizes 
the regular army on a basis of five hours 
per day on a 300 day year. That is, each 
man performs 1.500 hours of military 
duty each year. Then 1,500 hours’ work 
is our dba, of 1 or 100 is an efficiency 
standard. In the same article he figures 
that the guardsman puts in forty drilis 
of two hours each, or eighty hours, in two 
years, giving him an efficiency of about 
1 to 16. ; 

The efficiency of the members of the 
national guard is less than that of the 
regular army, inasmuch as considerable 
leas time is devoted to military duties. 
To make a comparison on the hour basis 
it will be necessary to tabulate the hour 
work of the guard.

Was Rosie Huber murdered? 

Her father and friends assert she 
killed, while the police insist she Killed 
herself. The coroner’s jury yesterday re- 
turned an open verdict, and added a rec- 
ommendation that the police make fur- 
ther investigation of the girl’s death. 
Rosie Huber was an attendant in the 
employ of Dr. James Roach at 317 West 
Garfield boulevard.

Letter to Father Kelley Reveals 
Catholic Prelate Is Not Allowed 
to Return to His Diocese, 


The recognized Mexican government 
ho» no intention of making religious tol- 
eretion cover the Catholic church, ac- 
cording to Mer.

We 
stopped on the slightest provocation, 
and before the train was at a standstill 
it was surrounded by dirty men and dir- 
tler women and dirtiest children, who 
had appeared from a supposedly blank 
landscape, each carrying water or coffee 
or bread, cakes, candies, sugar cane, 
cigarros, or anything else to lure the pas- 
sengers. Appetite failed the Americans, 
bu. never the Mexicans, who bought lib- 
erally and sometimes paid. 


Entire Trains Burned. 
Occasionally there appeared whole 
trains which had been burned on the 
tracks or first wrecked looted and | 
burned. Huge locomotives had been 
rolled over and stripped of vital parts. 
In all that whole stretch there was not 
one bridge which had escaped dynamite. 
The telegraph wires had been severed 
and many poles cut down, sometimes for

It is said 
that of all the enormous development 
work done in Don Porfirio’s long despot- 
ism—in many ways a most enlightened 
despotism—he was proudest of the Amer- 
ican-built railroads, and that he looked 


be through trains from the Canadian 
frontier through the United States and 
Mexico to the Guatemala border. 


Roads Doomed with Dias. 

The tragic days of the roads started on 
the day when Don Porfirio’s monarchy 
crashed to the ground. Mexico for Mex- 
leans was the cry of .fadero, and the 
work started with such of the railroad 
employés as the Mexican party dared to 
landing of marines at 
Vera Cruz in Huerta's time came the. > 
laration by that patriot that a state of 
war existed, whcrefor more Americans 
were thrown out and ill trained Mexicans 
eubstituted. 

And yet the full tragedy was still to 
come, for whereas Huerta had left in con- 
trol the fairly capable foremen who had 
worked under American direction, Car- 
ranza’s patriots proceeded to get rid of 
them, and there came the day when men 
were put in charge on the sole qualifica- 
tion of adherence to the cause.“ 

It was a poor substitute for mechanical 
efficiency. In the first week of Mexican 
management eighteen -comotives were 
derailed on one division, that running 
north from Torreon. Worse followed. 


Ruin on Every Hand. 

Over this neglected roadbed past wrecks

to rebuild out of a looted and bankrupt 


treasury. 
Rich and Poor Both Targets. 

Theoretically it has been a revolution 
against wealth and privilege. Under 
Mexican reasoning, maybe that furnishes 
justification for the wanton looting of 
the fine, big haciendas, although it did 
not matter whether or not the ha cendado 
had ever taken any part in politics, but it 
is difficult to grasp the idea under which 
the poor, miserable little hovels of the 
poor should also be burned to ashes. That 
ig another of the million mysteries.

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here wal another delay. carefully con- 
cealed in advance so that no one might 
have a chance to scour the town in search 
of moderately clean food. The run con- 
tinued, now at better speed, and the 
Americans detailed night watches so that 
most could sleep. while one remained 
awake to watch the baggage and prevent 
its being carried off bodily by the Mex- 
icans, whose aptitude for petty thievery 
is beyond the realm of competition. 
Train Jumps the Track. 

It was just past midnight when the 
watch loosened a yell and the sleepers 
waked just in time to be thrown in a 
heap against the forward seats. Most 
of the Mexicans remained sleeping in 
their seats, between the seats, or in the 
aisles, unconcerned over the pogsibility 
of having their faces walked over. Scouts 
crawled out the windows and ran for- 
ward, there to find the engine and two 
‘cars off the track. Why it had not hap- 
pened as the train was crossing a gully 
only a singularly watchful providence, 
which must be engaged twenty-three 
hours a day at least in watching over 
Mexico, can say, but it was our luck to 
have it happen on a level stretch. 

It developed that a switch had been 
missed, in part due to the merry habit of 
running without headlights, in part toa 
faulty locking device. Did the crew set 
about repairs of any sort? Far from it. 
The engineer’s first act wae to dump the 
fire. His next was to find his blanket 
and move off among the cactus and rattle 
snakes to sleep, mn which he was aeaisted 
by the fireman. 


All Sleep Amid the Wreck, 

o one went ahead for help. No one 
thought of tapping the telegraph wire, if | 
it was alive. No one thought of sending 
a flagman back to signal any following 
train. The Mexican mind simply decided’ 
that sleep was de rigueur, and the passen 
gers had their choice of sleeping in the 
unprotected train, or among the reptiles 
of the desert, or staying awake. 

Another day dawned for those who had 
never before seen three successive dawns.. 
The fog lifted, and a few miles away rose 
majestic peaks, some rounded, some ser- 
rated, some in the curious volcanic cone 
so often seen there. 

A troop train came, and the engineer 
was persuaded to pay some attention. 
He left his cars on a siding, threw off a 
cord or two of ties, theoretically for 
wreck repairs, coupled to the rear cars 
of our train, pulled them back, and then 
again | them together with a 
bang. 

Desert Wrecked 

That accomplished, there was further 
consultation, and finally the rescue party 
calmly hooked up once moreand proceed- 
ed away in the other direction. It was 
after noon, and frightfully hot, when 
there came another locomotive, which 
again uncoupled our cars, took them in 
tow, and, with the wrecked equipment 
lying there on the main track undisturbed, 
away went the surviving cara No dam- 
age had been done save to disturb the 
engineer's nap and the merely mention- 
able fact that another locomotive had 
gone out of commission. 

It was late that night when we finally 
reached Saltillo, a distance of less than 
450 kilometers, or some 280 miles. It had 
taken over forty hours. This road, ac- 
cording to the state department, was run- 
ning regular service. It was. Regularly 
miserable.
